Emotional Troubles Back of Stuttering 


At least 20.000 children in the Unit- 


ed States stutter. Only one of 10 re- 
ccvers from this difficulty during the 
period of elementary education. 


Usually persons who stutter 
are 


highly emotional, and stuttering is al- 
ways intensified when they become 
worried or irritated or when for any 
reason an emotional disturbance oc- 
curs. 


On analyzing the 
background of 


those who stutter, one finds that the '•• 
childhood has been marked by inCom- i 
patibility between parents, by incom- J 
patibility between children and par- 
ents, by wrong relationships to nurses, 
or tutors, or by. some other similar 
failure to establish normal emotional 
relationships. 


Therefore, the first step in controll- 


ing any attack of stuttering is to find 
out the emotional difficulty that is at 
fault, and by explanation or under- 
standing to relfeve the stutterer from 
his-mental stress."

She ought not to fool herself by im- 


agining that extra pounds, accumulat- 
ed over a period of months—or even 
years—can be taken off within a few 
v/eeks. In other words, good judg- 
ment should be the keynote of any 
diet-minded woman's routine. 


After you have received your doc- 


tor's permission to omit certain foods 
from your diet, decide at once what 
type of exercises you will have to do 
to reduce specific spots on your body. 
If your measurements suit you, except 
about the waistline, concentrate on 
waistline exercises.

died wealthy—worth nt least $2,!jOO,- 
000.— i-nd loved by liis associate;! in 
the motion picture world. 


A hnr against flying by film nctors 


and indefinite delay in the release of 
two new pictures 
starring 
Rogers 


were seen as immediate effects of the 
Alaska nil-plane accident which Killed 
the rope-throwing philosopher 
and 


Wiley Post. 


No one hero was more profoundly 


shocked than Fred Stone, the stage 
and screen actor. He and Rogers were 
a sort of Damon and Phythais com- 
bination of the entertainment world. 


"Rogers death is a national calam- 


ity," Stone paid today. "He was a man 
who calmed fears, raised hopes with a 
word." 


The new pictures featuring Rogers 


ore completed, 'but their disposition 
awaits the decision of Joseph Schneck, 
chairman of the board of directors, 
and Sidney R. Kent, president, of the 
20th Gentry Fox studios in New York. 


They are "In Old Kentucky." and 
'Steamboat Round' tlie Bend," repres- 
enting an investment of about $1.000,- 
100.. Studio officials said the prece- 
dent in such a case is to delay the 
•elcase. 


Studios probably will impose a rig- 


d ban against the use of airplanes by 
jet ore and actresses. At present movie 
celebrities are prohibited from flying 
only during the making of a picture.

protect by Senator Vandenburg, Re- 
publican, Michigan, against the admin- 
istration's failure to "demobilize" NRA 
brought a disclosure Friday that 3,746 
employes remain on its payroll at a- 
bout ?800,000 a month. The number 
includes 208 who have received dis- 
missal notices effective 
within 


next two or three weeeks. 


M- Creditor, an administration as- 


sistant of the skeletonized Blue Eagle 
unit, said that 2.000 NRA workers 
had lost their jobs since the Supreme 
Court held NRA unconstitutional in 
the Schechter case May 25. 


"By the end of September we prob- 


ably will be down to a semi-perma- 
nent basis with about 3,300 employes 
an a monthly administrative cost of 
about $775,000." he said. 


He explained that 
NRA's 
future 


size will depend in part upon whether 
congressional action is completed on 
the Walsh bill, requiring government 
contractors to live up to NRA stan- 
dards, and upon progress toward vol- 
untary code agreements. 


Vandenburg, protesting against the 


consideration of a bill to establish a 
national planning board of five mem- 
bers at salaries of 512,000 each, called 
the senate's attention to NRA figures 
which he inserted in the record. 


These showed that in 
July, 
six 


weeks after the Supreme Court had 
noted, NRA had 3,943 employes who 
received $845,253 in salaries, with a 
total administrative cost of $1,017,127. 


This compared with 
NRA's 
4,678 


employes in July, 1934, who received 
$714,764 in salaries with a total admin- 
intrative cost of $887,046. 


"It"s outrageous," Vandenberg sairl. 
Creditor 
confirmed 
Vandenberg's 


figures, but insisted that NRA was 


"just starting into its stride in July 
1934." He said the administrative cost 
last May was $1,253,000 and in June 
$1,175,000. 


NRA still has no boss. The resig- 


nation of James L. O'Neill as adminis- 
trator was effective July 31.
